f You have often wondered, no doubt, why Cauliflower seed is so expensive. As 
the most highly perfected form of cabbage, Cauliflower is but a shy yielder as com- 
~ pared with other members of the same plant family. In the field illustration you 


will see certain stalks that have papers tied around them. 
That is the method pursued by our growers to designate 
perfect plants from which will be saved the seeds 
for next year’s crop of seeds. This careful method of 
critical selection adds, of course, to the cost of produc- 
tion, but it stands, in a measure for crop-insurance to 
the man who grows the product for market.

The effect of a green-manure crop of cow- 
peas is evident for two or more years after it 
has been turned under, according to the results 
of experiments conducted in Alabama. The 
Canada Experiment Farm, at Ottawa, ascer- 
tained that the effect of a turned-under crop 
of red clover was still strongly evident after 
the third year.
